Herpes cases increasing 
in Edmonton 


Bernie Dion sees it every day. 
And the numbers keep getting big- 
ger. “Herpes is on the increase, 
you bet,” said Dion, a nurse at the 
Capital Health Region’s STD clinic. 

While mainstream media atten- 
tion remains focussed on the epi- 
demics of HIV and Hepatitis C, 
herpes is quietly making a come- 


pack in Edmonton. The problem, 


A Dion explained, is that no one suf- 












fering from the virus wants to talk 


about it.

Cement plant hopes to 
alter content of emissions 


The good thing about that great 
big plume of vapour and particu- 
lates streaming out of smoke- 
stacks at Inland Cement’s north- 
side plant, jokes Inland’s vice pres- 
ident and general manager Jim 
Derkatch, “is that from the airport 
I can tell if the plant is working.” 

Airline pilots, Derkatch 
declares, use the plant and its 
plume as'a reference point when 
flying into Edmonton. 

But the emissions from the 
smokestacks aren’t smoke, he 
observes. It is vapours and “partic- 
ulate, like dust.” 

That may change if Inland has 
its way. To combat the rising costs 
of natural gas, currently used to 
fire the plant’s production facility, 
Inland is applying for permission 
to switch to coal. The move would 
save the company $11 million 
annually. It would also increase 
the plant’s C02 emissions by 16 per 
cent, to about 420 tonnes per day, 
Derkatch says. 

Naturally, environmental groups 
are outraged, because C02 is-a 
known culprit in global warming. 
Industries should be moving away 
from its use, not towards it, they 

But Derkatch counters that 
Inland knows all about reducing 
(02 emissions. There are just two

Flogging the issue 


Pain, humiliation and other party tricks are on display this weekend

hen Mistress Erika rolls up 
MW: sleeves and gets to work 

Saturday night, she’ll go from 
bad to worse in fairly short. order. 
The professional dominatrix will 
have three “slaves” step up for a 
variety of treatments. 

The first, a woman, will get a 
good flogging, in which Mistress 
Erika will demonstrate proper 
whipping techniques. The second 
slave, also female, will be blind- 
folded and treated to “sensory 
play” involving everything from 
tickling to gentle caressing with a 
knife. The third, a man she des- 
cribes as “an extreme pain slut 
slave” will get the full meal deal. 

“There is no niceness about the 
scene,” says Miss Erika. “I ami basi- 
cally going to whip his ass for as 
iong as I can with whatever I have: 
bamboo canes, steel canes, oak 
paddles, spiked paddles, floggers 

. I'll beat him with everything I 
can find.” 

In the same room, you'll find Sir 
Michael, a professional. ‘Top’ 
administering similar pleasures. 
And if the mood strikes you, you 
can always ask for a session your- 
self. “People can participate if they 
negotiate with that person,” says 
Sir Michael,

Sir Michael and Mistress Erika 
want people to know that BDSM is 
about respect. Submissives have 
“safe words” they use to control a 
flogging so they are, in fact, in con- 
trol. Or, if it isn’t physical abuse 
they’re after, they'll get it verbally 
and end up licking boots or clean- 
ing house. Submissives range from 
bored husbands and wives who 
want to explore their fetishes to 
corporate bosses who want a 
break from being in charge. 

“We want people to know that 
what we do is safe, sane and con- 
sensual,” says Sir Michael. 

Safe? Maybe. Consensual? Sure. 
Sane? That seems to be debatable. 

“I am not convinced that the 
word ‘sane’ means healthy,” says 
Dr. Paul Sussman, a chartered psy- 
chologist. 

Sussman says it’s important for 
people to explore their desires. 
“I’m glad they do that and | hope 
they continue to do that,” he said. 

But he adds some advice for 
those whose desires include 
whips: “People who find them- 
selves involved in dehumanizing 
and objectifying sexual relation-»

Christmas could easily be altered 
in one too young to understand the 
transformative power of Dickens’ 
hauntingly spiritual tale. 

Tom Wood. as old Ebenezer 
himself, has done a remarkable job 
adapting the Victorian Christmas 
story to the stage. The plot moves 
forward at a lightning pace, with 
each scene swirling into the next 
with the help of large movable 
props and spectacular sets. 
Scrooge walks through the streets 





of London, bah-humbugging even 
the slightest appearance of 
Christmas spirit, while street 
lanterns scuttle across the stage, 
pushed by ragged urchins who 
seem to shadow the entire perfor- 
mance. 

The feeling of movement, of 
time’s relentless march forward 
and fleeting but ever-hopeful pos- 
sibility of change, is the driving 
force behind this wonderful stage 
production. 

Poor hapless Bob Cratchit, 
played by Julien Arnold, is the per- 
fect foil to Wood’s wonderfully 
wrought Scrooge. In the dim and 
cold offices of Marley and Scrooge 

h the humble bookkeeper 

boss hard at it, even as 
Christmas Eve ticks away on the 
company clock. Cratchit is, at last, 
released to his boisterous family 
and Scrooge released to the fates 
that await him, first alerted by the 
visitation of former and long- 
departed partner Jacob Marley, 
played in all his decomposed 
splendour by Larry Yachimec. 

It’s chilling, when the spirits 
descend in full force and director 
Bob Baker foreshadows what is to 
come, first with the ghastly trans- 
formation of a door knocker, then 
with a single bell suspended and 
ringing of it own accord. An 
ungodly tension envelops the stage 
as the audience witnesses 


Scrooge’s mounting discomfort. 

The ghost of Christmas Past pre- 
sents itself in the form of elfin 
Elizabeth Hicks. Pairing a child’s 
body with the grown-up voice of 
Alison Wells makes for an incon- 
gruous but effective match and 
reminds the audience that we are 
about to go back in time. With a 
night-shirt clad Ebenezer firmly in 
tow, the sprite reveals Scrooge’s 
unfortunate past and the events 
that have shaped him into such an 
universally vilified skinflint. 

Here, in the central scenes, A 
Christmas Carol soars. Members 
of the ensemble provide a glimpse 
into young Scrooge’s (Kevin 
Corey) past with action-packed 
vignettes depicting his lonely 
school days, his apprenticeship 
with the large-hearted Mr. Fezzi- 
weg (Grant Linneberg) and his 
betrothal and eventual disengage- 
ment from the lovely Belle, played 
by Medina Hahn. This deliberate 
foray into Ebenezer’s past allows 
the audience to sympathize, even 
slightly, with the miserly Christ- 
mas curmudgeon. 

The visitation of the ghost of 
Christmas Present (again Grant 
Linneberg) is accompanied by the 
voices of the Alberta College 
Schola Cantorum Choirs and this, 
plus the admonishments of Rever- 
end Fish (Richard Gishler) to heed 
the Christmas spirit throughout

n this second week of the 
Js Dutch Cinema pro- 
gram, Metro Cinema pre- 
sents Karim Traida’s The 
Polish Bride. 

What happens when a help- 
less woman finds herself on 
an isolated north Holland 
farm with a gruff bachelor 
farmer? Well, predictably, 
ual tension. It’s a familiar t 
of fish out of water, this Polish 
Bride who is literally dumped 
at the feet of Henk (Jaap 
Spijkers), an inarticulate 
Dutch farmer. Anna (Monique 
Hendrickx), the “bride” in 
question, had been sold into 
sexual slavery in Amsterdam 
and has managed to run away 
to this remote farm. Unable to 
speak Dutch and penniless, 
she is at Henk’s mercy. 

Described as a portrait of 
contemporary changes in 
Holland and Europe, the story 
is much the same as immigra- 
tion narratives from any era. 

Foreigners are often config- 
ured as children growing up 
and The Polish Bride also 
chooses to trace that trajecto- 
ry. At first Anna is mute, dirty 
and naked, then slowly she 
picks up a few words. 
Eventually, she regains her 
humanity by singing, wearing

dresses, doing “women’s 
work” and wearing her hair 
down. This is where the film 
becomes predictable and a bit 
embarrassing to watch. 

Henk and Anna’s courtship 
is mapped out for us in a mon- 
tage oO ichéd “getting to 
know you” type scenes: play- 
ing checke Henk teaching 
Anna to the tractor and 
so on. Those crazy kids, can’t 
they see they in love? Well, 
of course. But it’s unnecessary 
to be so blunt about it. 

Scenes where Anna is por- 
trayed as “woman the civiliz- 
er” are agonizing. Where the 
film begins by creating a lan- 
guage barrier, it devolves into 
a battle of the sexes: Anna 
cooking, buying Henk new 
shirts, ironing, making him 
pray. Ultimately, it makes her 
less, not more, appealing. 
She’s been through a lot, but 
the narrative shifts away from 


her past and everything 
becomes “normal.” 

It’s unfortunate the film 
takes this road. The tone of 
the overall story becomes 
confused. The weight of the 
other issues — physical and 
psychological isolation, pimps 
hot on the trail, Henk’s finan- 
cial problems, Anna’s longing 
for her family — would make 
their love more poignant; they 
should not simply disappear in 
the wake of their newfound 
happiness. When things come 
to their conclusion, it seems 
like the mood has reverted to 
its original atmosphere of sim- 
plicity, but it’s too late. By this 
time, the film has become 
something else, and the ending 
feels wrong. 

The Polish Bride is a film of 
great moments which do not 
add up to a great film. The 
inconsistency in tone makes it 
seem like it doesn’t know what 
it should be: a romantic come- 
dy, a commentary on migra- 
tion, a bleak story of loneli- 
ness and isolation. Trying too 
hard to be everything, it 
becomes scattered. There is 
nothing entirely wrong with 
The Polish Bride, but it just 
doesn’t seem to behave as an 
entirety.
